Oil Burning Engines. 
An American company is building 
for the Mexican Central railroad a 
number of oil-burning freight engines 
of an unusual type. 
They are eight- 
coupled engines with a leading pony 
truck. The boiler has 2,168 square feet 
of heating surface 
The total weight 
available for adhesion is about 110 
tons, the ratio of tractive effort to ad­ 
hesive weight being one to four and 
three-quarters. 
A boiler pressure of 
200 pounds to the square inch is used. 
The fuel is crude petroleum, which is 
vaporized by a steam jet, and deflected 
against a soapstone arch in the fire­ 
box. 


Big Block of Granite. 
The largest and heaviest single block 
of granite ever sent to Canada from the 
United States has just been shipped 
from a Barre, Vermont, quarry to Cote 
de Neiges, P. Q„ a suburb of Montreal. 
I he stone is three and a quarter feet 
square and 32 feet long, and weighs 
32 tons.
